The great task completed 
in Johnson's Dictionary alone would have given this m an an envious 
fame, but fa r and beyond all th is war. the heart-sincerity of the man, 
which Boswell, and his closest friends, were quick to recognize. 
Robert B urns stands out as an o th er shining example of a m an, full to 
the brim w ith faults aud running over in his life experience with mis­ 
takes and blunders of personal conduct, but the heart-sincerity of the 
man has endeared him forever to th e world. 
In the selecting of a friend, heart-sincerity should come uppermost 
for everything else can be taken care of and handled. 
W ho would not 
prefer a friend with a great heart to th a t one with a great brain? 
The heart-sincerity of the' p easan t, of the tiller of the soil, of the 
fisherman, of the lumberman—w hat a wealth of beauty each has gath­ 
ered from th e natural gifts about him and how each h as absorbed the 
worth of life in its most pungent state! 
How great a kind and tolerant h e a rt looms in this world of rush and 
bustle, in th e midst of such a scram ble for gain that is soon dissolved.
